-Fhat the French are in the right to Pro- 
hibit the Dutch from Trading with them, is 
out of doubt, if it were oniy for this Rea- 
fon, That they know the Dutch grow Rich 


by that Trade, and are thereby not only 
the better able, but the more willing to car- 
ry.on the War——— Which til that Trade 
was mah to them, they began to be very 
impatient under, as being depriv'’d of a very 
confiderable, and conftantly Gainful Part 
of their Trade, 

It was alfo doubly Gainful tothe Dutch, 
during the War, becaufe the Enghifh being 
totally prohibited that Trade with Frauce, 
the Dutch became the Medium of Trade 
between the Exglifb and the French, and as 
{ may call it, the Staple of Englifh Goods 
for the Fren¢b Markets, which upon all Oc- 
caflons, France was fupply’d with by way 
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of Holland, and in Datch Ships==——-= And 


on the other Hand, when we couid get any 
French Goods Mome fairly, we went to 
Holland for thems Witnels that famous in- 
terval between the palling the late Union, 
and that Union’s saking Place, when Scosland 
was throng’d with Freacb Wines and Bran- 
dy, by Way of Holand. . — 

Thus far, I fay, it was greatly the Inte- 
reftof France to puc a ftop to the Trade 
‘with Molland ; becaufe not being able to 
beat the Dutch intoa Peace, this was the 
‘eeft Step to make them weary of the War. 

But am not of their Opiaion who 
think, that their giving to Zmglend the Ad- 
vantages eae take from the Dutch, is the 

Kindaefs co @ ia particular, 
or a wheediec to draw us in, tobe cafiela 
any Cafe wich shem ; much fefs do I think 
“tis a Proje& to render us fufpeéted to our 
Allies or to ase another ——Bnt it is appa- 
rent, that tho’ the Dutch ftand in more need 
of the Trade wich France, than the Freach 
do of the Trade to. Howland yet theDutch do 
not ftand ie fo much need of the Trade with 
Fratce, a4 the French Mand ia aeed of Tra- 
ding fomewhere -—— The French are ina 
Neceffity of Trade in general, a$ well as 
other Nations == And if they fhut out 
the Dutch,-it is abfolutely Neceffary they 
fhould let in fome-body elfe And 
this Neceflity, not their Conrtefie, is the 
Reafon of theis admitting a Trade with us, 
the Englifb, knowing that throogh our 
Hands, they thal) Trade with afl the reft of 
the World, even with Holand itfelf. 

It may be then ask’d, Why then do they 
not Trade as well direQly with Holland, as 
with AfeBand by the Way of Englund, and 
where is the difference ? 

Lanfwer, the difference is manife%, for 
Holland boing a Country that has little of 
its own Produce or Manufafure to Seif or 
export ——— bat the Growth and Maau- 
Fadtures of other Countries; the French 
Trading with England, 1. Cuts off the 
Pollanders entirely from their Exporr, and 
2. Binds them to come to 2Lxgland for all 
the Freach Goods they wants which firft de- 
prives them ef the Medium of Trade, which 
was their Gain beforem—_neCaufes them to 


way the Profit of the return of Goods from 
them, and at laft, Stagnates their Naviga- 


tion, by leaving their Ships ovt of the 


Trade——— 

Thus the French have their fel Export, 
even to Holand itfelf, and yet have the Sa- 
tisfation of Mortifying the Dutch, aad 
Wouading them in the moft fenfible pastof 
their Trade. 

The Dusch fee this, and therefore not 
to Roop below themfelves, they us’d all 
poflible Methods to preveat this Btow, but 
found the King of France inflexible —— 
and there it refis —=--_.
